You may know that FCC requires that HF amps will not reach 
full output with fewer than 100 watts input. This is to 
prevent them being used with CB radios. That doesn't stop 
companies from making them. CB linears are available on 
the internet, with outputs up to at least 2k watts. Using 
a CB as a driver.

Ronnie Hull posted about his luck using "sun-drying" of the wrinkle 
paint. For those who may not have his kind of sun available, here's 
another method which has worked for me. 


I use Krylon black wrinkle paint, and after spraying on only two 
fairly heavy coats 5 minutes apart I used a small hair dryer to gently 
work over the entire surface (the object was quite small, a 6.25" x 3.5" 
base from a Bunnell-built J-36 bug) continuously for about 30 minutes. 
The result was a flawless wrinkle paint job on top & sides. The base 
was then set aside for about 48 hours to allow the paint to thoroughly 
set, as past experience has shown me that immediately after the wrinkle 
effect takes over the surface the paint still isn't really dry and 
adhesion to a smooth metal surface is tenuous at best. After a couple 
of days, however, it was safe to handle the base and reinstall the metal 
parts. 


The resulting overall effect (i.e., repainting the base plus other 
restoration work) was an absolutely splendid-looking J-36. So, don't be 
afraid to try a repaint with wrinkle paint, it xdoes* work and patience 
and care are the keys to success (which is true of most restoration 
work, anyway).
